I b u t , as Gov. Pinchot was quick to point out, it is not fair to lay I 
'the blame for all the trouble on the enforcement service, bad as 
ta 4s. The ultimate responsibility rests with those who defy the 
(law' and buy liquor. Many of these persons regard themselves as 
I good and loyal citizens and yet if they did not transgress the law’ 
! of the land the bootlegger and the crooked enforcement agent 
j would have to go out of business. Without the demand the supply 
Would cease to exist and so, as Gov. Pinchot said, the buyer is 
really a worse offender than the seller. 
This is what must be brought home to the public mind before 
the prohibition situation can be decently straightened out—a sense 
lof individual moral responsibility must be developed. 
We can 
hardly expect bootleggers to retire from their nefarious but profit­ 
able business or w’eak and greedy enforcement officers from theirs 
as long as church members and pillars of society trample on a law 
they do not like and make a joke or a boast of it.—Ohio State 
I Journal.
